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ELIMINATION  OF  GRADE  13 

The  Secondary  Education  Review  Project  (SERP)  was  established  to  review 
the  Province's  secondary  school  system.  It  produced  98  recommendations 
known  as  the  Green  Report.  This  was  followed  by  the  Ministry's  response 
to  the  Report  of  Secondary  Education  Review  Project  (ROSE).  Most  of  the 
recommendations  were  either  accepted  or  amended.  Implementation 
strategies  followed.  These  are  contained  in  the  Ontario  Schools  Intermediate 
and  Senior  Divisions  handbook  (OSIS). 

OSIS  starts  at  the  Grade  9  level.  Originally  SERP  said  that  the  curriculum 
from  Grade  7-13  would  be  condensed  from  7  years  to  6.  In  fact,  the  cur- 
riculum from  Grade  9  -  13  is  being  condensed  or  shortened.  Students  who 
wish  to  take  5  years  in  4  will  have  to  take  more  subjects  per  year  (a  good 
idea  for  excellent  students).  A  new  diploma  will  be  granted  as  early  as  June 
1986  -  the  Ontario  Secondary  School  Diploma  (OSSD). 

The  last  year  for  the  Ontario  Secondary  School  Graduation  Diploma, 
granted  on  completion  of  Grade  12.  is  1989  -  and  for  the  OSSHGD  Grade 
1 3  >s  1990.  To  earn  the  OSSD,  a  student  must  compile  at  least  30  credits  for 
which  a  minimum  of  1 10  hours  per  subject  has  been  scheduled.  6  of  these 
credits  are  at  the  present  Grade  13  level  of  difficulty. 

The  education  philosophy  of  the  Ministry  of  Education  calls  for  - 

Integration  at  the  Grade  7  and  8  levels; 
Exploration  at  the  Grade  9  and  10  levels;  and 
Specialization  at  the  Grade  11  and  12  levels. 

At  the  Grade  7  and  8  levels,  there  are  minimum  time  allocations  in  the 
instructional  program.  These  are  compulsory.  At  the  moment,  we.  at  St. 
Andrew's,  are  in  line  except  for  20  hours  of  Guidance  that  must  be  given 
at  each  of  these  grades. 

OSIS  demands  16  compulsory  courses.  The  Ministry  has  increased  the 
number  of  compulsory  subjects  to  be  taken  by  Ontario  students,  but  our 
students  will  be  largely  unaffected,  as  our  compulsory  subjects  exceed  even 
the  new  Ministry  requirements.  Outline  of  the  16  compulsory  subjects  -

The  OSIS  document  is  labelled  as  a  document  of  opportunities  for  in- 
dividuals. It  is  an  opportunity  for  students  to  complete  5  years  in  4.  Students 
in  Grade  9  at  St.  Andrew's  College  in  the  school  year  1983-84  will  be  in  a 
position  to  complete  the  necessary  credits  in  -t  years.  The  choice  of  the  4 
year  or  5  year  route  is  an  individual  decision  by  the  parents  and  the  students, 
bur  Guidance  Dept.  will  help  make  that  decision.  The  4  year  program  will 
demand  a  high  concentration  of  English,  Math  and  Science.

GRADE  13  (com.) 

W  e  believe  that  in  a  few  years,  Ontario  will  settle  down  to  a  workable 
12-year  system,  as  is  the  case  in  the  rest  of  North  America.  The  next  few  years, 
however,  may  cause  difficulty  for  some  of  our  students. 

We  have  pondered  this  question  most  attentively  for  approximately  one 
year.  We  have  found  that  there  are  no  generally  valid  answers.  It  seems  that 
our  friends  in  the  other  independent  schools  have  come  to  this  realization 

also 

After  many  hours  of  study,  we  are  confident  that  we  can  provide  the  vehi- 
cle lor  both  the  i  or  S  year  candidates.  Specifically,  the  students'  needs  in 
English  and  Math  will  be  met  without  any  reduction  in  the  time  and  quality 
devoted  to  these  subjects. 

There  are  many  factors  to  consider  in  deciding  whether  to  take  the  4  or 
5  year  route: 

1    Consideration  to  averages  for  university  entrance. 

The  age  factor,  particularly  if  the  student  has  already  been  accelerated. 

The  desire  to  be  exposed  to  a  broad  base  of  subjects. 

The  question  of  leadership  and  responsibility. 

The  peer  pressure. 

The  parents'  expectations  and  ambitions  for  their  sons. 

The  financial  consideration. 


A  few  statistics: 

-  only  20%  of  the  present  students  in  high  school  go  to  university. 

-  of  these  5%  are  going  through  in  4  years. 

-  by  1987-88  there  will  be  10,000  fewer  students  graduating  -  or  roughly 
20%  of  the  present  high  school  population. 

A  more  pressing  concern  is  the  selection  of  courses  for  next  year.  At  the 
Grade  10  level,  Computer  Science  will  be  an  added  option.  We  will  also  in- 
troduce a  5th  English  course  at  this  level.  A  further  consideration  is  for  boys 
who  opt  for  the  4  years  program  and  desire  to  take  advantage  of  our  SAC 
in  France  program.
